An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of 
money  for  the  Public  Service  of  the  financial  year 
ending  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  1923,  and  for 
the  Public  Service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the 
31st  day  of  October,  1924. 

Most  Gracious  Sovereign  : 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  message  from  His  Honour  Preamble. 
Henry  Cockshutt,  Esq.,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the
